Seed Vitality Is 
Not Fixed By Age 


W ashington (AP).—Farm ers who 
are wondering if they dare plant 
old seeds in view of the current 
scarcity are being advised by the 
departm ent of agriculture th a t age 
is no determ ining factor in the vi­ 
tality of farm seeds. 
Seed deteriorates more rapidly in 
a warm, moist climate th a n where 
it is cool and dry. Experim ents in 
1920 with 1915 Alsike clover seed 
showed a 62 per cent germ ination, 
while germination of the 1910 crop 
was 90 pit cent. 
Field corn five 
years old germinated 3 per cent, 
while seed eight years old germ i­ 
nated 57 per cent. The seed tested 
had been stored under identical con­ 
ditions. 
According to Edgar Brown of the 
division of seed investigations there 
are no authenticated cases in w hich 
seed from ancient tombs h as germ i­ 
nated, provided the seed was as old 
as th e tomb.

Its pres­ 
ent gold equivalent is now but 59.06 
per cent of what it was when most 
outstanding bonds calling for pay­ 
ment in gold were issued and con­ 
tracts also specifying such payment 
were signed. 
In addition, the circulation of 
gold as legal tender has been out­ 
lawed, and the treasury has taken 
title to all the nation's stocks of 
gold coin and bullion.
